The newspaperman’s ' 
perfect holiday is spent in inacces- 
sible regiors where no news 
acomes, and where he tries to 
forget there are such things as 
‘newspapers. “Let the appetite for 
news be attributed to the right 
‘parties. Now then. A wants to know 
about B,C, etc.’ B desires news of 
A.C, etc. Cis similarly moved. The 

" newspaper acts as a clearing-house 
for them all, All this'is elementary, | 
and leads up to a consideration of 
Jocal conditions. We leave it to our 

' geaders to say how far-the China 
Mail discharges this primary duty of 
a newspaper, after we have told them 
that in Hongkong A, B, and C expect 
news about the rest of the alphabet, 
hut’ object to giving any about them 
selves for the henefit of the rest, 
The reciprocal obligations of the 
consonants one to another ‘in this 

- way are overlooked, and some 

‘ of them, actually entertain the 
view that the newspaper man 
who comes to them for information ig 
an inquisitive busybody to be snubbed, 
rather than the representative of a 

.  Clearing-house for news currency, 

. Instead of regarding the ‘newspaper 
as a bank, receiving only to pay out, 
they look upon it as an intruder, 
“They say “it is of no-public interest" 
or “we would much rather ‘you 
didn’t publish it” or “we are not 
desirous of publicity”, as if theirs 
“were the only desire involyed. In an 
atmosphere like that, the collection 
of news is not easy. We do not 
think the China Mail does so badly, 
in view of that, That'is where the 
‘first word of our declaration of policy 
comes, in, “Truth,” As swell ag 
we can, and‘ sparing no nains 
to ensure it, we try to have all our 
“news true. F
